We have set oul upon a new era. The 
negro bas passed from a slave to a freed- 
man, from a freedman to a citizen, from a 
citizen toa voter. That isan endof him 
as a leading issue. To reach it many bun- 
dreds of millions of dollars have been 
spent, many hundreds of thousands of 
lives have been sacrificed and a great sys- 
tem is being revolutionized. But it is the 
end of what we have understood as the 
negro question.

We showed, on the 
other hand, tLat the Democrats completely 
nullified their advocacy of “universal am- 
nesty” by refusing to adopt some wise 
measure of “impartial,” not “universal,” 
suffrage, because of a morbid and mistaken 
hoetility which they had to the negroes as 
a class. Time has vindicated the sound- 
ness of our impressions. We now 
have “negro suffrage” without either “uni- 
versal suffrage” or “universal amnesty.” 
All the negroes are now enfranchised, 
while nearly a million and a half ot white 
men remain disfranchised. But we are no 
more in favor of “universal suffrage” as a 
principle than we were last summer. What 
we want and what we need is a whole- 
some, well-guarded, just and liberal meas- 
ure of “impartial suffrage” and a sweeping 
measure of “universal amnesty.” These

After offering hw resolution, Senator

They take upon themselves to determine 
the question of practice, which is not ad- 
dressed to them, and take occasion to 
make an attack on General Porter on the 
evidence adduced on the previous trial 
All this is not tair, and their officiousness 
indicates a prejudice that seems to give 
color to the complaint that Frrz-Joux 
Porter was tried and convicted, not be- 
cause he had been derelict in his duty, but 
because he was the boldly-pronounced 
friend of MoCLEeLiay, and because Gen. 
Pore required some scape goat tor bis own 
failure. 

Mr. CHANDLER says there is no prece 
dent or authority establishing the power 
in the President to grant a new trial to an 
officer who has been cashiered. Such an 
assertion is not easily sustained, although 
there may be no precedent directly appli- 
cable shewing the existence of such power. 
But Benet, who is the recognized leading 
authority on the subject of courts-martial, 
cites several cases which were finally sub 
mitted for the opinions of the Attorney 
Generai of the United States, whois the 
highest and the final suthority tor the ad- 
judication of questions of military law, in 
which it was decided tha: there was noth- 
ing in the articles of war to except the sen- 
tence of cashiering trom the general power 
of the President to mitigate the sentence 
ofa court-martial, and that he also had, 
under the articles of war and his general 
constitutional powers, the authority to of- 
fer a conditional pardon to officers who 
had been cashiered. What then is to 
prevent the President from pardoning 
General Porter on the condition that he 
will submit to another trial of his case? 

It is true the 87th article of war declares 
that no officer shall be tried s second time 
for the same offense. But Mr. Attorney- 
General Wirt, im an elaborate and con- 
clusive opinion on the meaning of that 
article of war, decided that article 87 is 
designed for the benefit of the party ac- 
cused, not for his prejudice. Mr. Wrar 
said: “The President of the United States 
bas the power te order a new trial for the 
benefit of the prisoner,” and, he added, 
“the plea (of former trial) is his priv- 
lege, which he may either use or walve, 
at his pleasure.” 

General Porter has been cashiered. 
The President may pardon him on condi- 
tien that he will submit to a new trial, 
and General Porter offers to waive his 
privilege of not being tried twice for the 
same offense if the President will give 
him the opportunity. We can see no 
difficulty in this, notwithstanding Senator 
CHANDLER'S assertion and President 
GRANT’s trepidation.
